only to themielves to discriminate and 
decide- 
A proceeding no novel and a- 
noraalous he regarded as a new experi­ 
ment upon legislation, repugnant to the 
principles of a free government, and 
pregnant with consequences, the evils 
or the extent of which it was.impossibie 
to foresee} giving to an individual (the 
Secretary of the Treasury) authority 
wnieb should belong to Congress alone, 
anti thus establishing a precedent which 
might, prove fatal to consttutional free­ 
dom. lie declared that I16 trembled for 
the consequences, knowing as he did» 
that legislative bodies were sometimes, 
like individual!, prone to exercise their 
pbwer in a way that makes angels weep, 
it was with a view chiefly to this latter 
consideration that he meant to be ex-, 
plicit with the House.—Whatever cpnt ’ 
sidérations might sway gentlemen upon 
the mere matttr which constituted the 
subject of the report, they should recol­ 
lect that others of a much higher nature 
might be involved in their decision,^and 
that it coli Id not be good policy, under 
any circumstances, to sacrifice the inte­ 
rests of a whole country. 


Mr. Chefres laid it down as a maxim» 
that if there were any possible case, it 
must be one of extraordinary necessity, 
which could justify the transferring a* 
way the legislative functions of the 
House, and the right of the person to 
exercise such functions under the trans­ 
fer, should be clear.

them ; exemplified particularly ¡0 i\ie 
eases of Einp^on anti Dudlef i and so 
enormous has the principle always ap­ 
peared, that his^rians dwell upon it with 
with ihdignution ayd astonishtnent too, 
though It Was the «et of a single tyrant. 
He therefore exhorted the l)ousr to de­ 
cide upon thecAse themselves, at.d keep 
in mind the clear distinctions which a- 
rose upon it : to rccollcct that the law 
whenu enacted the penalty, contemplat­ 
ed a wilful violation of the statute, from 
ibc culpability of which, the merchants 
stand clcdrly acquiftrd, not only by the 
in'^rn^^l evidcncc of the facts thcm- 
kplvcs, *»ut by the evidence of Mr. Rus- 
seil.
